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INTRODUCTION 

The  increasing  amount  of  Federal  and  state  assistance  programs 
has  resulted  in  a  proliferation  of  catalogs  intended  as  central 
reference  sources.  Federal  catalogs  listing  Federal  grant-in- 
aid  programs  are  generally  well  known.  Many  state  governments, 
however,  realizing  the  advantages  of  catalogs  describing  state 
programs,  are  now  in  the  process  of  producing  their  own  guides. 
Most  of  these  catalogs  are  being  patterned  after  the  U.S.  Office 
of  Economic  Opportunity  Catalog  of  Federal  Domestic  Assistance, 

This  bibliography  attempts  to  bring  together  in  one  listing 
catalogs  and  other  guides  to  Federal  and  state  programs.  Most  of 
the  publications  contain  basically  the  same  type  of  information: 
title  of  the  program,  purpose,  eligibility,  legal  citation, 
financial  data,  sources  of  information,  and  administering  agency 
or  agencies.   The  numerous  individual  guides,  brochures,  and  hand- 
books describing  one  specific  program  have  not  been  included. 
References  to  these  publications  often  are  noted  under  sources  of 
information  in  the  comprehensive  catalogs.   Publications  which 
describe  or  discuss  Federal  and/or  state  aid  in  general  but  do 
not  list  specific  programs  also  were  not  included. 

One  bibliography  of  particular  importance  is  the  Catalog  and  Other 
Information  Sources  on  Federal  and  State  Aid  Programs:  A  Selected 
Bibliography,  published  by  the  Advisory  Commission  on  Intergovern- 
mental Relations  in  1967,   The  bibliography  was  based  on  ACIR 
library  holdings  and  also  included  related  ACIR  publications.
